who would thus be subjected 
to delays in 


prosecuting their studies. 
And so mixed 


are tbe ideas of these mistaken people, that 
petitions are to lw presented to our General 
Assembly, to elect by the people,Constables, 
School Superintendent, School Committee, 
Field Driver, Over, of nuisances (wont he 
have enough to do after this)Harbor Master 
and bis Deputy, Surveyors, Cily Clerk, 
Judge of Probate, Clerk of Probate, and so 
on to tbe bottom of the roll.
